“All competent -scien¬ 
tists who have examined 
the evidence now avail¬ 
able agree that cignn-tm 
smoking is. beyond rea¬ 
sonable doubt, a cause of 
lung cancer,” he said. 

“Cigarette smoke is 
such a potent cause of 
human cancer that it can¬ 
not be argued that pas¬ 
sive smoking is harmless, 
although, the size of risk 
to non-smokers is still 
unresolved.' 
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
